Horseflesh. 


It seems that, independent of tho 


now much mooted question of horse- 
flesh for human food, tbo.ro can bo 
no doubt as lo tho value of that ani- 
mal 'sbonos for industrial and chem- 
ical purposes. An investigator of this 
subject states that the log bones aro 
so vory bard and white as to bo 
specially valuable for bandies of 
pocket and table outlory, and tho 
ribs and bead aro burned to inrfko 
bonoblack aftor thoy havo beon troa ti- 
ed for tbo glno that is in thorn. In 
tbo calcining of those bonos tho va- 
pors arising aro condensed and form 
tbo chief .source of carbonate of am- 
monia, which constitutes tho base of 
nearly all ammoniacnl salts. To make 
glue tbo bones aro softonod 111 muri- 
atic aoid, dissolved in boiling water, 
cast into squares and dried en note. 
Tbo phosphate of liuio, acted upon 
by sulphuric aoid and caloinod with 
carbon, pnnlncos phosphorus for 
in nt olios. Tim hoofs aro boiled to 
extract th' oil; tho horny substance 
is shipped 1o tho manufactories of 
combs and a variety of special arti- 
cles. — Now York Sun.

HORSES WITH FALSE T&IIS 


Haifa Dozen in This City— Horses 


With False Manes and Ears, Too. 


There are perhaps half a dozen 


dozed horses iu New York tbat have 
false tails, says the Sun. The horse 
so provided ifc generally a fine ani- 
mal, perhaps a fine carriage horsa. 
It may ha-ye bsen provided by nature 
with a pour tail, or it may have lost 
Its own flowing tall in a fire. It is 
easy to get a tail to match. A small 
portion of hide Is removed with the 
tail, and when this has been cured 
the tail is provided with straps' and 
Duckies on the under side to hold it 
to the tail of Ihe horse that is to 
wear it, and the hiae attached to it 
stitched to the crupper of the horse's 
harness. The fact that the tali Is 
false would not be discovered, except 
upon slose and careful inspection 
The tail Is taken off with the har- 
ness. 


Horses are occasionally provided
